DENVER, June 20.—Supporters of 
Samucil Gompers and John Lewis. 
president of the United Mine Work- 
ers, tonight were marshaling their 
forces for the contest which will de- 
cide whether the veteran labor lead- 
er shall be returned to the presidency 
of the American Federation of La- 
bor. 

Both sides ate making canvass of 
the situation and already declare 
they have mustered sufficient votes to 
win 


The Gompers administration forces 
went into action immediately follow- 
ing the announcement by Lewis that 
he would be a candidate for the pres- 
idency. with a declaration that the 
veteran labor chief would be a can- 
didate and had no intention of with- 
drawing from the race. 


GOMPERS A CANDIATE. 
‘President Gompers anngynced 
that he will be a candidate for re- 


“The delegatés to the convention 
will determine who shall, be their of- 
ficers, and if they see fit to re-elect 
heir. président they will have the 
opportunity. My name was to go 
before the convention, and it will 
not be withdrawn. ; 

“It. has been stated in the Hearst 
newspapers and by the Hearst press 
service,” continued Mr. Gompers’s 
statement, “that in the event there 
is opposition to me for the presi- 
dency of the American Federation 
of Labor, I will decline to be a can- 
didate and will withdraw. 


RAPS HEARST. 


Statement is absolutely 
false. My course will not be deter- 
mined by what any individual or 
group may do. 

4 Hearst interests cannot dic- 
tate y course. That can be done 
only by unlon labor. My life has 
been given to the service of the 
wage earners of our country. It re- 
mains at their command. 


“I have given my life to the unton 
labor movement and have always 
held that the office is too exalted 
to attempt to intrench myself by 
apy political maneuvers. I have no 
other aspiration in life and have no 
interests in anything, public office, 
business or financial advantage, no 
political or elvic position. The 
American Federation of Labor has 
given me the opportunity to acquire 
some information, some experience,

iit is theirs to do with as they see 


“Iam not engaged in any political 
maneuver, and it shall be my en- 
deavor to see that every subject 
brought up before this convention 
shall be considered on its merits and 
decided by the convention. 

CHALLENGES OPPONENTS. 

“There is not a delegate or any- 
ome tere that can say truthfully, 
and I do not think they would say 
anything otherwise, that I have di- 
rectly or indirectly said anything up 
to this time about the election of 
the president of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor.” 

Mr. Gompers stated, however, 
that “I consider the position of 
president of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor #0 exalted and so dig- 
nified I would not stoop to politics 
to attain it.” 


Except for his ‘brief announce- 
ment that he was a candidate, Mr. 
Lewis, who heads the largest union 
in the United States, declined to 
make any statement. His supporters, 
however, were active and claimed 
they had pledged more than 20,000 
of the 38,294 votes in the conven- 


CAME AS SURPRISE. 

Although electioneering on behalf 
of Lewis has been in progress here 
for the last week, his announce- 
ment came as a surprise to many 
of the delegates. Many had 0be- 
lieved that the miners’ chief would 
formally withdraw from tbe race 
instead of being a candidate. 

Labor leaders pointed out tonight 
that the candidacy of Lewis would 
change the “whole pplitical com- 
plexion” of the convention. They 
said that there probably would be 
candidates put into the field in op- 
position to the present members of 
the executive council. Up to. to- 
night, however, there had been no 
indication of such &@ move. 

Mr. Lewie has established a cam- 
paign headquarters at one of the 
downtown hotels and is being alded 
in his campaign by a large force of 
mine workers’ officiais from all sec- 
tions of the country.

BUGGEST PIRACY. 

A hundred years ago pirates 
would have been blamed for the 
unreported disappearance of ships, 
but the black flag cannot fly with 
wireless on every ship and every 
vessel afloat accounted for by clear- 


|ance papers. And yet the missing 


ships suggest some such agency. 

Three coasting steamers have ab- 
solutely vanished and the crew of an 
American schooner has likewise dis- 
appeared.

BOMBS TO RAIN FROM SKY. — 


German U-Boat to Meet Death Today at 
Hands of Great Air Armada.

Across Hampton Roads at 
naval base, several score of Uncle 
Sam's air boats are prepared to take 
first action in the bombing of the 
ex-German submarine U-117 tomor- 
row off the Virginia Capes. The 
vanguard of attacking planes will 


reach the target anchored fifty miles 
off Cape Charles at 9 a.m., none but 
Navy machines participating in the 
opening attack. 

ALL CARRY BOMBS. 

Immediately behind will fly nine 
planes of the F-5-L type, each carry- 
ing four bombs. A torpedo plane 
division of five Martin bombers will 
follow with six bombs each. Four 
raachines of the NC type, simflar to 
those used in the first trans-Atlantic 
flight, will came next, with four 
bombs each, and the column will 
be closed by a marine corps divi- 
sion of six De Haviland bombers, 
carrying two bombs each. 

IF NAVY FAILS. 

Flyers at Langley Field do not 
expect to have a chance at the 
U-117. Expert opinion given un- 
officially, does not expect even that 
the last Navy planes will find it 
necessary to release their bombe. 
But provision is made for the Lang- 
bombers to try their hand if 
the U-117 remains afloat when the 
Navy finishes. If necessary, the 
Army flight will consist of twelve 
Martin bombers with six bombe 
each and eleven De Havilands, 
carrying two bombs each. Should 
the U-117 still remain on the sur- 
face, gune of destroyers. will sink

POWER SITES. 


Los Angeles Seeks Monopoly 3 


of Colorado River. 


Appeal is Contested by Ari- 
gona and Nevada. 


States Claim Benefits Must be 
Equally Distributed. 


[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH} 

WASHINGTON, June 20.—W. B. 
Mathews, attorney for the Water 
Board of Los Angeles, who ia here 
on a gumshoe campaign to get the! 
Federal government to turn over to 
the city of Los Angeles all the power 
sites of the Colorado River, has 
been devoting most of his time to 


the Reclamation Service, hoping to 
get its support for the plans to 
make the Colorado River a part of 
= Los Angeles municipal power 
plant. 

He has arranged to have Secre- 
tary of the Interior Fall, one of the 
three members of the Water Power 
Commission confer with Engineer 
Mulholland, Mr. Scattergood and 
President Robertson of the Board 
of Public Works tomorrow. 


SEEK SUPPORT. 


The last-named gentlemen are to 
arrive in Washington tomorrow and 
they will probably see Secretary Fall 
during the day. No other appoint- 
ments so far as known have been 
made for the Los Angeles officials, 
who are first seeking the support of 
the Interior Department for their 
pet power plan before going to the 
other members of the Water Power 
Commission. 

Nevada and Arizona claim that the 
power of the Colorado River must be 
distributed equitably so tuat the 
three States of California, Arizona 
and Nevada shall have their needs 
taken care of and will resist the 
attempt of the Californians to de- 
| velop this power under municipal ac- 
| tivities. 


FEAR LONG LITIGATION. 


Those who want the Colorado Riv- 
er power developed fear the scram- 
ble of Los Angeles to add this to the 
municipal power system will end in 
a deadlock and years, of litigation 
over the respective rights of the 
three States to the potential possi- 
bilities of the Colorado Rivtr. In 
the meantime no development of 
any kind could be expected and the 
great development of the Southwest 
by means of white coa) could not be 
expected. 

Tt is claimed that Los Angeles has 
filed on about 400,000 horsepower of 
keater-powder sites in California out- 
side of the Colorado River sites and 
on that river alone have filings 
which they claim will aggregate 
500,000 horsepower in addition. En- 
gineers say thie would require a 
gross outlay of from $500,000,000 to 
$1,000,000,000 and that it would be 
impossible under any combination of 
circumstances for the city of Les 
Angeles to finance any such stupen- 
dous undertaking, as the water 
bonds recently voted upon at the city 
election were defeated and a large 
amount of power boride which were 
planned to be put on the ballot were 
left off at the eleventh hour because 
of the certainty that they would be 
defeated. 

REASON FOR ACTIVITY. 


Los Angeles’ activity is due to a 
ecluse put in the power bill creat- 
ing the Water Power Commission by 
Mathews giving municipality pref- 
erence right in the development of 
water-power and those most familiar 
with the power situation look for an 
interminable mass of iitigation 
should such a plan be considered by 
the Water Power Commission. 

Arthur Davis, chief engineer and 
head of the Reclamation Service, 
who has been engaged in making a 
report of the development of the 
Colorado River possibilities and es- 
pecially the Boulder Canyon site, has 
not completed his report and prob- 
ably will not submit the same for 
several days. It is understood that 
he has been delayed somewhat by 
the comparatively few borings that 
have been made and the consequent 
scarcity of data on some of the im- 
portant points connected with foun- 
dation details and the location of 
bedrock and the side anchorages.

The public ad- 
ministrator of Lake county sued the 
b@nk in thie city for the account 
and the bank won. This decision 
was reversed by the District Court 
ot Appeal and the money returned 
to the estate.

The condition of wheat on June 1 

was reported at about 80 per cent 
of normal, which was 14 per cent 
better than the same time last year 
and 2 per cent better than a ten- 
year average. 
— The barley crop was about $1 per 
cent of normal, being 1 per cent 
better than the ten-year average. 
The acreage sown, however. is about 
10 per cent less than last year. 

The acreage planted to rice this 
year is estimated about 120,000 to 
125,000, as compared with 160,000 
acres a year ago. 

Rice farmers maintain that with 
the customary heavy yield per acre 
this crop is still a profitable one, 
even at present low prices.

people do not hang them as fast as 
are caught.’

EL CENTRO, June 20.—The peak 
of the Colorado River flood will pass

Raspberry Recipes. 
BY ELMA IONA LOCKE. 


_.Isthere a more Gelicious berry 
than the ripe, red raspberry—fra- 
rant and tempting, or the rich and 
fruity “black-cap,” when properly 
| Srown and juicy? The former seems 
te be the more commonly grown 
,here in California, but both are 
| worthy a place in every fruit gar- 
| den. Here are some tempting ways 
of serving these luscious fruits: 


| RASPBERRY _SOUP. 
Chilled fruit soups ares<delicious 
on hot days. For a raspberry soup, 
two quarts of red rfpberries, 
add one pound of granulated sugar, 
and let stand for“an homgr. Then 
Tub through a sieve to remove the 
_seeds, place over the fire and heat 
‘slowly, stirring ‘carefully all the 
time. When it bofis, add one table- 
spoonful of cornstarch dissolved in 
@ little cold water, and when it is 
clear and thickened add one cup- 
ful of berry juice, and serve in 
| Slasses with a little shaved ice. 
RASPBERRY SHORTCAKE. 

| To one quart of sifted four add 
| two heaping teaspoonfuls of bak- 
ing powder and scant teaspoonful 
of salt, and sift again. Then rub in 
three tablespoonfuls of shortening. 
/and mix to a soft dough with sweet 
'milk or cold water. Roll out one 
inch thick and bake in a quick 
oven. When done, split in two. us- 
ing a knife as little as may be as 
cutting is apt to make the cfke 
heavy. Spread each layer gener- 
ously with butter, heap with nice 
ripe berries sweetened to taste, and 
pour whipped cream over all, pil- 
ing one layer upon the other. Serve 
warm, 


RASPBERRY CAKE. 

To make this, which might be 
called a sweet shortcake, a stale 
sponge cake cut in layers may be 
used, or freshly baked layer cakes 
made by your favorite layer-cake 
recipe. Sweeten the berries to taste 
and spread them generously between 
the layers and on top, using whipped 
cream or not as preferred. 


RASPB Pte. 


Line a pile plate with rich pegstry. 
fill with ripe es, etrew over 
them one-half cupful of sugar. 


sprinkle with a spoonful of fiour 
and dot with bits of butter, then 
cover with a top crust and bake. 


RASPBERRY SOUFFLE. 

Pass one quart of berries through 
}@ sieve to remove the seeds, add six 
tablespoonfuls of sugar and the 
stiffy-whipped whites of six eggs. 
Mix lightly together, pour into a 
buttered pudding dish and bake in 
a quick oven for about half an 
hour. Serve as soon as removed from 
the oven, before it falls. Eat with 
cream. 


RASPBERRY WHIP. 

Crush one pint of very ripe red 
raspberries and press them through 
a sieve, add one cupful of sugar and 
beat in gradually the stiffiy-whipped 
whites of four eggs. Continue beat- 
ing until the whole is smooth and 
— Serve at once with delicate 


RASPBERRY PUDDING. | 


Fill a deep pudding dish with al- 
ternate layers of stale bread cut in 
lices and buttered and ripe rasp- 

tries, adding sugar to sweeten 
each layer of fruit; add a little wa- 
ter, cover and bake in the oven for 
three-quarters of an hour, then un- 
cover and allow to brown lightly. 
Serve with cream and sugar, or a 
sauce made with fruit juice. 
RASPBERRY BAVARIAN CREAM. 

Cover; one-half box of gelatin 
with one-half cupful of cold water 
and let stand for half an hour. then 
set it over boiling water and atir 
until dissolved. Add six tablespoon- 
fuls of sugar and one pint of rasp- 
berry juice and strain into a tin 
pan, set it on ice and stir unti] thick. 
m,-. mix thoroughly, and pour 
into a mold to harden. 

RASPBERRY TRIFLE. 

Half fill a glass dish with fine 
ripe raspberries, add sugar to sweet- 
en well and cover with a layer of 
macaroons. Then pour over all a 
rich custard. Whgn very cold heap 
with whipped c ,and serve when 
well chilled. 


RASPBERRY BLANC MANGE. 


fire 


Dissolve two ounces of well 
soaked gelatin and one large cup- 


ful of sugar in one pint of milk, 
over the fire. Let partly cool, then 
stir in one pint of cream and beat 
thoroughly. Stir in one quart of 
crushed and sweetened raspberries, 


and the strained juice of a lemon, 


beat well and pour into molds to 
harden. 


RASPBERRY SPONGE. 

- Put one-half bex of gelatin to 
soak in one-halg¢ cupful of cold wa- 
ter. To one scant cupful of sugar 
add one large cupful of water and 
simmer together gently for twenty 
minutes, then add the gelatin and 
remove from the fire. Atir in one 
quart of raspberries that have been 
rubbed through a sieve and sweet- 
ened wtih a scant cupful of sygear. 
Place the mixture on ice and beat 
for five minutes, then add the thor- 
oughly whipped whites of four eggs 
and whip again ,until it begins to 
thicken. Turn inte molds and set 
on ice. Serve with cream and sugar 
or whipped cream and a delicate 
sponge cake or lady fingers. 


RASPBERRY JELLY WITH Co- 
COANUT CREAM. 

Mash three pints of berries with 
one pint of sugar and let etand for 
two hours, then strain through 
cheesecloth. Have soaking one box 
of gelatin in one. .cupful of cold 
water until soft. Them pour one pint 
of boiling water on it and stir un- 
til thoroughly dissolved. Add the 
berry juice and the juice of two 
lemons and strain into a mold open 
in the center; set on ice. When cold 
and firm turn out onto a dish and 
fill the center with a cocoanut cream 
made as follows: Whip one pint of 
cream until thick, add half a pound 
of sugar and one cupful of finely 
grated cocoanut; beat until very 


thick and set on ice until wanted. | 


RASPBERRY CREAM. 

Mash one pint of fresh red rasp- 
berries and run through a sieve, 
pour over them one gint of boiling 
hot cream, add sugar to sweeten, 
and let cool. When very cold, fill 
sherbet glasses or custard cups two- 
thirds full and heap whipped cream 
on top. 


RASPBERRY ICE CREAM. . 


Scald one pint of sweet cream, add 
one pound of sugar, and stir until 
dissolved. When cool, add another 
pint of cream, pack, let stand 
for an hour. Tien uncover, scrape 
ge wy sides, and add one quart 
of ed raspberries and the juice 
of one lemon, and -freeze. 


RASPBERRY WATER ICE. 
To one pint each of red raspberry 
and red currant juice allow the juice 
of two lemons and one quart of wa- 
ter in which is dissolved two pounds | 
of sugar, and freeze to a mush, then 
add the whites of two eggs whipped 
stiff? with one ounce of powd 
sugar, mix thoroughly, and fi 
freezing. 
RASPBERRY SHERBET. 
Boll together three cupfuls of wa- 
ter and a scant two cupfuls of su- 
gar for twenty minutes. Add three 
cupfuls of raspberry juice and the 
juice of two lemons, strain, and 
freeze to a mush. e 


RASPBERRY SHRUB OR 
VINEGAR. 


Put ripe, fresh raspberries into a 
deep bowl or jar and cover them 
with good cider vinegar, let stand 
for twenty-four hours, then strain 
off the juice and add to it an equal 
quantity of sugar, place over the 
and boil for twenty minutes, 
then bottle or seal in fruit jars. A 
spoonful or two of this added to a 
giassful of* cold water makes a 


delicious hot-weather drink. 


RASPBERRY JELLY. 


Equal quantities of raspberry and 
currant or raspberry and apple juice 
will make a firm jelly, Cook the fruit 
@ little and strain the juice careful- 
ly, without squeezing. Measure it and 
allow an equal amount of sugar. 
Put the suger in @ pan in the oven 
to have it hot when added to the 
juice. Boil the juice for ten min- 
ntes, then add the sugar and boll 
for ten minutes longer. Try a little 
on cola plate, and if it becomes 
firm as it cools it is done enough. 
When boiled enough, pour into 
glasses, and when cold cover with 
melted paraffin and keep in a cool

The Gog and Ma- 
gog sing the first verse with the fa- 
miliar lines, “London Bridge is 
falling down,” etc., and every alter- 
nate verse thereafter until they reach 
the old line, “Here's a prisoner we 
have caught,” when Gog and Magog 
close their arms around the player 
then passing thro their arch. He 
is taken a short nce away to 
the “Tower,” and Gog and Magog 
whisper, “Which do you choose, 
Hazel or Rowan?” His answer de- 
termines whether he belongs to Gog 
or Magog, and he stands to one 
side while the game is resumed un- 
til all the players are caught. Then 
Gog’s prisoners line up behind him 
and the others behind Magog for 
a lively tug of war to decide the 
winners of the game.

DODGE TAKES OFFICE; 
TO GUARD SAVINGS. 


Jonathan 6&8. Dodge, formerly 
chairman of the Los Angeles Boaré 
of Supervisors, yesterday took office 
as State Superintendent of Banks. 
A (@ispatch from Gan Francisco 
quoted Mr. Dodge as declaring he 
would see to it that the savings 
banks of the State suffer “none of 
the hazards nor any of the vicissi- 
tudes of commercial banks.” 

“The savings banks of California 
stand fourth in the aggregate of 
their resourves,” he continued. 
“They are in theory, and fortunately 
for many years in practice absolutely 
safe from the dangers of com- 
mercial banking. Their integrity is 
of deeply intimate co to more 
than 1,600,000 men, women and 
children of California, who are 
their depositors. Neither in bond in- 
vestment nor in the purchase of 
commercial paper shall I permit an 
invasion of dangerous practice nor 
of dubious assets in these banks. 

“To the extent that the Bank Act 
of California permits savings banks 
to contribute to the success of com- 
mercial banking by investment in 
bankers’ acceptances and commer- 
cial paper I shal] give my hearty 
approval, but that investment must 
be unqualifiedly of a character to 
placé it not simply within the pale 


of Federal eligibility, but of accept- 


ability to the Federal rve 
Board. Every such investment must 
be actually and not potentially «a 
liquid secondary reserve and I shal! 
resist any suggestion that it may be 
otherwise.” . 


THE COHERER. 
What It is and How It Operates. 


A coherer is a detector or revealer 
of electric waves. It is a tube con- 
taining metallic filings, which can be 
struck by a little hammer (called a 
decoherer.) This 
tube, which its al- 
mimost an insula- 
tor in ordinary 
conditions, be- 
comes a conduc- 
tor when affected 
by electric 
waves, again re- 
turning to its in- 
sulating state if 

struck when the

be placed in a circuit with a bat- 
tery and any current indicator, as,

for example, an electric bell or tele- 
graph register or sounder, as shown 
in Figures 7, 8 and 9 herewith, the 
advent of the electric wave will be 
immediately rendered evident by 
the ringing of the bell or the opera- 
tion of the telegraph sounder or reg- 
ister, which will relapse into silence 
with the cessation of the arrival of 
the waves, to ring again or operate 
the telegraph instruments when a 


fresh wave reaches it, and so on. It 


is easy to undersfané how, by emit- 
ting waves for a longer or shorter 


period of time, communication by 
means of the system can be 
established. 


Figure 7 shows a Morse telegraph 
connected to the sounder arm with 
a coherer which acts as a decoherer
